Cause of Life's Foreshortening— 


His Record. 


Austin Warner, formerly justice of 


the peace of Rowland Township, and 
a Civil War veteran with a brilliant 
record, died at his home on College 
street, Monday noon, July llth, at 
12:45 
o'clock, after an illness of sev- 


eral months Resulting from a succes- 
sion of paralytic shocks. He was 64 
years old. 


During the months of his illness he 


lay at his home, able to give but a 
feeble pressure of the hand as a sign 
that he recognized the ones who came 
to his bedside. 
While his splendid 


brain at all times seemed active un- 
til the last few days of his life, the 
body was a mere husk with the life- 
spark all but removed, and the pa- 
tient received just enough nourish- 
ment to keep the spark alive. 
His 


natural 
courage 
and 
indomitable 


strength kept alive in his body for a 
long period after there was no hope 
of ultimate recovery. 


The funeral was held on Tuesday 


afternoon, the day following his death, 
at the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
nearly opposite his home. The .church 
was filled with relatives, friends and 
brothers-in-arms of the Civil War, many 
thers-in-arms of the Civil War, many 
of whom-had traveled long distances 
to be present at this memorial to the 
passing of a brave soldier, father 
and friend. 
The services were con- 


ducted by Rev. H. W. White, pastor of 
the Methodist Church, of which the 
dead soldier had long been a member.

the Carey-Warner Cement Company 
of Reedley. 


Austin Warner was born August 21, 


1846, 
in Crawford county, Pennsylvan- 


ia, which makes the length of his 
life, 64 years. With his parents he 
moved to Iowa in 1856, and it was at 
Knoxville, Iowa, that he enlisted as a 
private soldier when the war of the 
rebellion broke out. This was in July 
of 1862, and he went to the front with 
Company G, 18th Iowa Volunteer In- 
fantry. 


During his service in the army Mr. 


Warner was all the time west of the 
Mississipi river, in Missouri, Arkan- 
sas and Texas. He was taken pris- 
oner April IS, 1864, at the battle of 
Poison Springs, Arkansas, and 
for

For the Route—Some Condem- 


nation Necessary. 


For the purpose of beginning the 


work on the extension of the Pacific 
Electric railway from Covina to San 
Dimas and Pomona, a large amount 
of material for construction has ar- 
rived in Covina this week, and is be- 
ing piled at the station yards in readi- 
.ness. More ties and rails are said to 
be on the way, while a gang of work- 
men has been sent up the line to do 
the preliminary work. 


Every indication has been pointing 


to immediate work on this extension. 
The work of the right of way com- 
mittee that has been active in San 
Dlmas and vicinity has been finished, 
with the result that the greater por- 
tion of property owners on the line 
have been signed up favorably. 
The 


remainder of the property is either to 
be brought into line at once or con- 
demnation proceedings will be started. 
The company will exercise its right to 
proceed with condemnations, and will 
undoubtedly adjust the matter of the 
remaining rights of way to the satis- 
l^ctjon^ of both the company and the 
owners -who liaye not yet arrived at;5n.n 
equitable agreement. 


Judging from the methods always 


employed by the Pacific Electric rail- 
way, 
the extension of the line is now 


a matter of but a short time before it 
will be completed and put in opera- 
tion. This will connect Los Angeles 
eventually with 
all the important 


town east of Covina, making of Co- 
vina a central railroad point in the 
network of Huntington lines through- 
out the eastern San Gabriel valley. 
That this extension means added pros- 
perity and energy to Covina is an 
undoubted fact. 
The coming of the 


electric line from Los Angeles to Co- 
vina has made a decided difference 
in the growth of the town, and with 
a line connecting the big towns east of 
Covina, this city will then be even 
more in a position to transact busi- 
ness with the important points of the 
valley. The electric line also means 
much to San DJmas, and already a 
number of local speculators in real 
estate are buying and acquiring op- 
tions in the vicinity of the Lemon 
City.

last year. 


The principal increase, both in and 


out of the city, was on real estate. 
There is an increase in values on re-al 
property of nearly eighty millions. 


Inasmuch 
as the state board in- 


creased all property 40 per cent, with 
what was known to be an unjust levj 
on personal property and 
improve 


ments. the county assessor has evi 
dently tried to equalize by touching 
personal property lightly and throwing 
the weight on realty. 


All in all, the foothill towns have 


no cause to complain. Of course it is 
practically impossible to get at the 
exact amount of the burden which 
Los Angeles city is called upon to as- 
same, as the Increase in city area 
throws the calculation out of.orbit 
Sbwewtiat, but it looks as if Assessor 
Hopkins had given a fair deal to Co- 
vina and outside districts.

ED, "AN ORDINANCE OF THE

ITS INTENTION TO IMPROVE A 
PORTION OF CITRUS AVENUE 
IN THE CITY OF COVINA." 
The Board of Trustees of the City 


of Covina do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. That the public interest 


and convenience require, and that it 
is the intention of/ the Board of Trus- 


ps of the City of Covina to order 


the following work to be done, to-wit: 


1st. 
That Citrus Avenue, in the 


City of Covina, from the limits of 
said city on the north to a line drawn 
across said Citrus Avenue 627 feet 
south of, and parallel with, the south

3rd. That a cement gutter three 


and one-half feet in width be con- 
structed along each line of the road- 
way of said Citrus Avenue from the 
limits of said city on the north to a 
line drawn across said Citrus Avenue 
627 feet south of, and parallel with, 
the south line of Puente Avenue, on 
the south, (except across each inter- 
secting street and avenue and except 
across the right of way of the South- 
ern Pacific Railway Company), ac-

Avenue), to Che dimensions shown 
and at the locations where shown on 
the plant, profiles, cross-sections and 
detail drawings for such work on file 
in the office of the City Engineer of 
said city, (said plans and profiles be- 
ing numbered P-104, and said cross- 
sections and detail drawings being 
numbered C-106). according to said 
plans, profiles, cross-sections and de- 
tail drawings and specifications num- 


ber 6 for such work on file in the of- 
fice of the City Clerk of said city, 
which said plans, profiles, cross-see- 
tiona and detail drawings and speci- 
fications are hereby referred to for a 
more particular description of said 
work. 


5th. That 
galvanized, 
corrugated 


iron cuherts be constructed across 
the intersections of said Citrus Ave- 
nue with the San Bernardino Road 
and Badillo Avenue (except such por- 
tions of said intersections as are re- 
quired by law to be kept in order or 
repair by any person or company hav- 
ing railway tracks thereon), to the 
dimensions shown, and at the loca- 
tions where shown on the plans, pro- 
files, cross-sections and detail draw- 
ings

Section 2. The said Board of Trus- 


tees finds, upon estimates of the City 
Engineer of the said city, that the 
cost of said proposed work and im- 
provement will be greater than fifty 
cents per front foot along each line 
of said street so proposed to be im- 
proved,as hereinbefore set forth,includ- 
ing the cost of intersection work as- 
sessable upon said frontage; and said 
Board of Trustees 
determines 
that 


serial bonds shall be issued to repre- 
sent the cost of said work or improve- 
ment; said serial bonds shall extend 
over a period ending nine years from 
and after the second day of January 
next 
succeeding the 
date of said 


bonds, and an even annual proportion 
of the principal sum thereof shall be 
payable, by coupon, on the second day 
of January every year after their date 
until the whole is paid; and the in- 
terest shall be payable semi-annually, 
by coupon, on the second days of 
January 
and 
July, respectively, of 


each year, at the rate of seven per 
cent per annum on all sums unpaid, 
until the whole of said principal and 
interest is paid. Said bonds shall be 
issued in accordance 
with the pro- 


visions of an Act of the Legislature 
of the State of California, entitled 
"An Act to provide a system of street 
improvement bonds to represent cer- 
tain assessments for the cost of street 
work and improvement within muni- 
cipalities, and also for the payment of 
such bonds," approved February 27th, 
1893, 
and of all acts supplementary 


and amendatory thereof. 


Section 3. The Street Superinten- 


dent shall post notices of said work 
as required by law, and shall cause 
the same to be published once per 
week for two successive weeks in the 
"Covina Argus," a weekly newspaper 
published and circulated in the said 
City of Covina and hereby designated 
for that purpose. 


Section 4. That Ordinance No. 68 


entitled, "An Ordinance of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Covina de- 
claring its intention to improve a 
portion of Citrus Avenue in the City 
of Covina" is hereby repealed. 


Section 5. The City Clerk shall 


certify to the adoption of this Ordin- 
ance, and shall cause the same to be 
published once per week for two suc- 
cessive weeks in the "Covina Argus," 
a weekly newspaper published and 
circulated in the City of Covina and 
hereby designated for that purpose, 
and shall post the same conspicuously 
for two days on or near the Chamber 
door of the place of meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of said City, and 
thereupon and thereafter the same 
shall take effect and be in force. 


The foregoing ordinance was adopt- 


ed at a regular meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Covina, 
held on the 5th day of July, 1910, by 
the affirmative vote of at least three 
trustees, to-wit:
